000. 

But for the fact a party of men were 
playing pokér at the Illini Hotel, across 
the street, the fire might not have been 
discovered in time to save the lives of 
the 22 Y. M. C. A. members who slept 
in the building. 

The finding of a two-gallon gasoline 
can in the portion of the building where 
the fire is known to have started gave 
rise to the theory of incendiarism. 

The Alton Y. M. C. A. recently has 
been conducting a vice vrusade. Five 
houses undesirable character were 
forced t@ close and the sale of intoxi- 
cants in the segregated district was 
forbidden as a result of this crusade. 

In the last week it was a matter of 
common knowledge in Alton that per- 
sons directly or indirectly affected by 
this crusade had made open threats to 
“get even’ with the Y. M. C. A. H. M. 
Spalding, secretary of the Y. M. C. A., 
believes the building was set on fire.

All Y. M. C. A. guests ran down the 
inside fire escape except D. D. Hayward 
and William David. They answered 
when Kroger knocked on their doors, but 
are believed to have gone back to sleep. 
Firemen who entered the building a 
few minutes later found David and Hay- 
ward unconscious in their smoke-filled 
rooms on the third floor. Ladders were 
raised to a window and firemen carried 
the men to the street. They were quick- 
ly revived.

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GURONER'S JURY 
LAWIES NO ONE FOR 
SEED STORE CRASH 


McKelvey and Assistants Are 
Censured for Allowing People 
in Building Too Soon. 


NEW LAWS SUGGESTED 


Jury Says Explicit Rules Should 
Guide Searching for Bodies 
Afigér Fire. 


A verdict of accident was returned 
Saturday by the Coroner’s jury at the 
conclusion of the 10 days’ inquest into 
the death of seven persons in the coi- 
lapse of the St. Louis Seed Co, store, 
414 Washington avenue, March 17. Build- 
ing Commissioner McKelvey and his as- 
sistants were censured, however, for per- 
mitting persons to enter the seed store 
while the west wall of the M. A. C. 
building was unsafe. 

Laws defining whose duty it is to 
search for bodies after a calamity and 
providing proper regulations to be en- 
forced after a fire or other wreck, were 
recommended by the Coroner’s jury. 

The seven victims of the seed store 
disaster were Charles L. Gryder, Walter 
Spaulding, William Davidson, George 
Nickloff, Frank Weber and an unidenti- 
fed white man supposed to be O. Ball, 
who were killed in the collapse, and 
Thomas Burke, who was rescued alive 
after being buried 39 hours, but who 
died at the city hospital a few hours 
later. 

Ceusnred for “Poor Judgment.” 

The jury was out two hours and 40 
minutes. Accompanying its verdict of 
accident was this statement: 

“While we have reached a _ verdict 
of accident in this cuse, we feel the 
Building Commissioner and his assist- 
ants should be censured for their peur 
judgment in permitting anyone to enter 
the St. Louis Seed Co. building after 
the Missouri Athletic Club fire and 
until all danger from the collapse of 
walls had elapsed. 

“Hurthermore, we believe that explicit 
laws should be passed as to whose duty 
it should be to remove bodigs after any 
calamity. We also believe that ex- 
plicit rules or laws should state whose 
duty it is to see that proper regulations 
as to the surroundings of a fire or 
other wreck be maintained, 

“While it may not have been the 
Building Commissioner's duty toclear 
out these ruins, nevertheless, after 
assuming this duty, and that volun- 
tarily, he assumed the concomitant 
responsibility.” 

The verdict was signed by Coroner 
Padberg and the members of the jury, 
Max Tamm, Walter M. Lowry, James 
R. Frazier, Edward J. Lawler, Wil- 
liam A. Giraldin and Charlés H. Buett-. 
ner. , 

Did Not Remember Order. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey, 
recalled as a witness, was asked ii 
he had given an order at 7 p. m., 
Wednesday, March 17, the day the 
wall was blown down, for the men to 
cease work in the ruins of the store. 

McKelvey said he did not remember 
whether he gave such order, but 
thought it probable he did. 

‘‘T was irresponsible at that time,” he 
said. “I had been working at the 
ruins of the M. A. C. fire and was ex- 
hausted and excited. I collapsed and 
was taken to the Belcher Hotel, and 
from there to my home in an automv- 
bile. I do not remember when I re- 
turned to the scene of the wreck, or 
what orders I gave.’’ 

Firemen testified Friday that McKel- 
vey, gave an order at 7 p. m. for them 
to cease work. Several men, at that 


‘time, were in the ruins, and Burke was 


alive.

FALL OF TORREON 


TODAY, PREDICTED 
BY JUAREZ REBELS 


Latest Reports Are That Herrera 
Has Cut Path to Center 
of City. 


WELCOME FOR CARRANZA 


Villa Is the Hero of the Hour 
After Desperate Campaign 
in Desert. 


JUAREZ, Mexico, March 28, 1 p. m. 
—Heavy fighting continued in Tor- 
reon, according to a telegram just 
received from Gen. Villa. Villa ex- 
pected to have the city by tonight. 
He gave no details. 


JUAREZ, Mexico, March 28.—It was 
with the expectation that Torreon would 
crumble under the rebel attack today 
that officials here awaited further ad- 
vices from the front. 

The last reports yesterday were that 
Gen. Herrera had cut his way from the 
eaStern side of the city through the 
business section, to the bullring on the 
north; that Gen. Villa had set out with 
more troops from Gomez Palacio to join 
him and take supreme command and 
that the Federals were making a final 
stand in the defenses on the west side. 

A train load of merchandise for Go- 
mez Palacio was made up today. Stocks 
in that city are depleted and Gen. Villa 
instructed that duties on importations 
be suspended. 

An unconfirmed rumo1r at midnight 
was that the rebéls had taken the hill 
known as Cerro de la Cruz, an im- 
portant defense, but verification was 
still lacking today. 

Later advices from both Villa and 
newspaper correspondents indicated that 
the rebels had carried their assault into 
the very heart of Torreon and that the 
Federals were hard pressed. At that 
time it was Gen. Herrera’s force of 409 
men who were reported to have entered 
the town from the éast and the. counter 
march of Gen, Villa into Torreon from 
the north was expected to throw the 
Federals under Gen. Refugio Velasco 
into utter rout. 

Most Desperate Battle of Revolution. 

No military official in Juarez today 
doubts that the battle which Gen. Villa 
has waged against Gomez Palacio, now 
his, and Torreon has been the most des- 
peraté of any of this or any other recent 
revolutionary movement in Mexico. 

Gen. Villa went to the front with 12,000 
seasoned men, well equipped for a vig- 
orous, smashing assault against any re- 
sistance the Federals might offer. News 
dispatches indicate.that the Federals 
fought fiercely and that the loss in 
dead and wounded on both sides was 
enormous. Lack of hospital facilitias, 
the heat and the desert wind and the 
four days of practically constant figh*- 
ing are believed to have massed a large 
casualty list. 

Villa Hero of Hour. 

Villa is looked upon as the greatest 
military genius in the Southern repub- 
lic, and great confidence is expressed 
that he will push his triumphant way 
with his rebel army to the very doors of 
the national palace in Mexico City. 

With “Vivas’ for Villa and “Vivas’’ 
for Carranza, the supreme chief of the 
revolution, rebel sympathizers gathered 
about the streets of Jugrez today *o 
welcome Carranza when he ended his 
long overland march from Nogales to 
this city en route to Chihuahua. 


REBELS BLINDLY 
FOLLOW GEN. VILLA 


GOMEZ PALACIO, Mexico, March 28..-- 
Your days of fighting, including three 
desperate assaults by the rebels, were 
crowned yesterday when Gen. Francisec 
Villa moved into the city and established 
his headquarters on that side of the 
town looking toward Torreon and within 
three miles of that great goal of the 
campaign. 

he final and deciding assault was 
preceded by a bombardnient, after which 
the infantry apd cavalry dashed into the 
streets. 

Rifles, machetes, pistols and hand 
grenades were used in a hundred differ- 
ent encounters in the narrow thoroug'- 
fares. The grenades, of home manufac- 
ture, were lighted with cigarettes, 

The newspaper correspondents were 
permitted to enter the city with Villa. 
Everywhere rebel soldiers were seen en- 
gaged in rescuing the injured and tak- 
ing them to the railroad. There were 
stretchers, but not nearly enough of 
them, and often a stout pole with a blan- 
ket suspended hammock-fashion suf- 
ficed. 

Villa Repulised After Early Victory. 

Villa’s first assault in force took place 
five days ago. There was comparatively 
a small force of Federals in the city 
and premature reports of victory were 
sent out. Soon, however, the Federals 
received reinforcements and in the des- 
perate fiehting which followed the rebels 
had rather the worst of it. Gen. Villa 
withdrew. 

The next day, Wednesday, Gen. Ange- 
les, the artillery commander, shelled the 
city all day and part of the night. Villa 
had learned that the Federal command- 
er, Gen. Velasco, had concentrated his 
forces in the town, and was himself in 
the trenches inspiring his men to do 
their utmost, and the Rebel leader, 
under cover of the bombardment, con- 
ecentrated every available man for a 
fresh assault.

10 AID WORK OF 
JUVENILE COURT 


Judge Hennings Hopes by Minor 
|...) perations. to Keep. Chil- 
dren From Institutions, 


Cireuit Judge Thomas C. Hennings, 
presfding as Judge of the Juvenile 
Court, Saturday established a psycho- 


pathic @epartment for the Juvenile 
Court in Rooms 115 and 116, Municipal 
Courts Building, where he expects the 
reformation of many children may be 
brought about by skilled surgical treat- 
ment involving minor operations. 

Chicago and Seattle are the only other 
cities known by Judge Hennings to 
operate psychopathic wards in connec- 
tion with juvenile court. It was in the 
1913 report of Dr. Lilburn Merrill, who 
directs the work of the juvenile waid 
in Seattle, that gave Judge Hennings 
the idea of establishing a similar de- 
partment in St. Louis. 

Judge Hennings asked the hospital 
department to equip rooms in the Mu- 
nicipal Courts building for the work, 
and 115 and 116 were assigned. No city 
physician being available at this time, 
he obtained gratis the services of Dr. 
Lister Tuholske, 465 North Taylor ave- 
nue, and Dr. H. J. Scherck, 4561 Me- 
Pherson avenue. Both are surgeons. 
They expect to arrange for the co-op- 
eration of an eye, ear and nose spe- 
cialist. 

During the three months Judge 
Hennings has been on the Juvenile 
Court bench he has kept a record 
of the cases presented to him and 
has found 76 per cent of youthful 
offenders are repeaters. In the light 
of this discovery, he does not think 
the Juvenile Court is doing the work 
it should to reform boys and girls. 

The Judge is convinced that a num- 
ber of irritable, nervous and abnormal 
afflictions in youth can be eliminated 
by simple operations, such as removing 
the adenoids, treatment of the eyes and 
ears, and giving medical attention to 
other raental and physical ailments that 
not infrequently are apparent in chil- 
dren appearing in the Juvenile Court. 
He is convinced that such delinquents 
may be reformed by this method and 
does not believe that they should be 
sent to reformatory institutions when 
the cause of their trouble may be re- 
moved by psychopathic treatment under 
the supervision of the Juvenile Court. 

Judge Hennings plans to obtain fur- 
ther appropriation for the new depart- 
ment and eventually to have the city 
take it over. The physicians in charge 
will handle all boys’ cases and when the 
services of a woman physician are need. 
ed for girls, one will be summoned, —

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NEW YORK STATE 
LEGISLATORS QUIT; 


Lower House First Adjourns 
While Annual Appropriation 
Bill Is on Way From} Senate. 

' 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 28.—The New 
York State Legislature adjourned sine 
die early today, leaving unfinished busi- 
ness that wiil necessitate its return in 
extraordinary session. 

The lower house quit business abrupt- 
ly at 3:27 o’clock this morning without 
the usual custom of sending committeés 
to the Senate and the Governor notify- 
ing them of its intention to adjourn, Ac 
that time legislation embodying the an- 
nual appropriation bill necessary to the 
maintenance of all departments of the 
State. was on the way from the Senate 
to the lower house. 

Previously the Assembly had received 
from the Senate the annual supply bill, 
coupled with another appropriation 
measure known as ‘the construction 
bill,” and had rejected both of them for 
the reason that they contained changes 
from the bills, which the Assembly had 
originated in accordance with the pru- 
vision of the constitution, 

Senators, regardless of party affilia- 
tion, expressed resentment when they 
learned officially that their co-ordinate 
branch had terminated its existence 
without notice, but they proceeded plac- 
idly on their way, endmg — session 
at 5:35 o’clock. 

Democratic Leader ithe charge. 
on the floor that the Assembly’s act 
had made an extra session inevitable 
and put a wholly unnecessary expense 
burden on the people. 

“I believe we could have got together 
on the appropriations,’”’ said Senator 
Frawley, majority leader “It. was a 
grossly discourteous act to the Senate 
and to the Governor.” 

The appropriation bill over which the 
two houses disagreed involved about 
$31,200,000. As amended by the Senate, 
the total was $17,000 less than approved 
by the lower house. The supply bill 
and construction bill were silghtly in- 
creased by the Senate.

WOMEN FOUND IN 
DRUG MAN'S ROOM 


Investigators in Grimes Case 
Find- Evidence He Advertised 
in Other Cities. 


More than 600 letters from women and 
40’photographs of women were found 
by the police Saturday in the reom 
of Robert H. Grimes, a drug buyer 
for a downtown store, who was arrested 
Friday, charged with inserting a falss 
edvertisement for a housekeeper in a 
morning paper. From other memoranda 
found in the room, which is at the 
Antlers Hotel, Eighteenth and Olive 
streets, the police learned he had made 
similar advertising campaigns in Hugo, 
Ok.,, Dallas and San Antonio, Tex. 

Grimes denied he had any wrongful 
purpose in inserting the advertisements, 
which called for a “young woman” who 
was -_Unencumberedg’ to be housekeep- 
er for a “wealthy bachelor’ in his 
“beautiful home,”’ where there would be 
no servant's work to do. 

No Case for Federal Law. 

Grimes said he merely adopted this 
method of becoming socially acquainted 
with young women and intimated that 
if he found the right girl he might pro- 
pose marriage to her. The United 
States District Attorney said there is 
thus far no evidence to support a Fed- 
eral prosecution for him. The police 
say they expect to bring him to trial 
under a city ordinance against the i- 
sertion of false advertisements. 

According to the detectives, most of 
the 600 letters were business communi- 
cations from applicants for work. These, 
they say, Grimes kept in one pile. In 
another place he had a collection of 
more frivolous letters, in which the ap- 
plicants referred to their personal ap- 
pearance or made other remarks not 
customarily found in business commu- 
nications of this sort. 

Widow Tells of Attractions, 

One such ‘letter was from a woman 
who said she was a widow living in 
University City. She described herself 
as being 5 feet 3, dark of hair and 
eyes and very attractive. 
remark about her pulchritude she had 
added ‘This last is original.’’ 

Another letter purported to come from 
a woman at the Christian Hospital in 
St. Louis. In it the writer said she was 
despondent and had even thought about 
killing herself. Detectives found a nurse 
of the. writer’s name at the hospital, 
but the nurse denied she had written 
the letter. 

There were other letters from a wom- 
an at San Antonio who signed herseif 
“‘Grimes.’’ Grimes, according to the .po- 
lice, said this woman formerly was his 
common law wife, but that she had di- 
vorced him and married again. A copy 
of a letter supposed to have been writ- 
ten by Grimes to her present husband 
warned him, the. detectives said, against 
having too much 'to do with the woman, 

Dallas Woman Hoped to Marry. 

Still another letter, 
at Dallas, Tex.,gsaid the writer lov 
Grimes and that she was hopeful they 
would soon be in a position to marry: 

A postal card postmarked St. Louis 
said the writer had gone to the cage 
where Grimes was employed but that ‘ 
didn’t know which was you, so I didn’ ‘ 
speak.’’ 


- Most of the photographs of women’ 


found: in the room were post card 
pictures. There was one large photo- 
graph on the back of which a woman 
had written her name. 
she was a social acquaintance whom he 
did not meet through his advertise- 
ments. 

The police say Grimes admitted 
that when he got a letter that prom- 
ised an acquaintance he would write 
its sender, saying he had found her 
letter where the @ddresser apparently 
had lost it on the street and that the 
writer seemed the kind of person he 
would like to know. The officers de- 
clare Grimes explained this by say- 
ing it made it easier for him to ad- 
vance an acquaintance when it be- 
came Known that instead of being 
the owner.of a beautiful home he 
lived at a hotel. 

Grimes is 38 years old, rather sallow, 
self-possessed, and speaks in a low, 
even voice. He persistently declares he 
meant no harm by his ruse. The de-

Miss Allie Todd testified that she was 
sponsor for Helen Josephine Ewald, 
daughter of the plaintiff, and that she 
was baptized ‘“Ewald.”’ 

Christian Schwenk, a grocer, testified 
that he had sold great quantities of 
olive oll to the Ewald household to be 
used in bathing the Ewald babies and 
that Ewald had invited him to see ‘‘our 
beautiful home.”” Ewald referred to El- 
len Golden as “my wife,’’ Schwenk said. 

Numerous other witnesses, servants, 
dressmakers, grocers, etc., testified that 
I;wald had called Elien Golden his wife.

Charles P. Dehler, a prominent busi- 
ness man, secretary of the Central Con- 
eumers Co., who lived ‘as neighbor to 
F’wald on Breckenridge street for years, 
testified that he always knew him as 
Jchn P. Golden.”

Louis with the statement that it was 
a pledge ring and that he and Mrs. 
Golden were. going away forever. 

Mrs. Golden was ill at the time.

Investigation of C. O. D. orders deliv- 
ered since Jan. 1 showed that Linnen- 
born had taken $9 from C. L. Caytor 
of Madison, $60 from N. Lasco of Mad 
ison, $8 from Tony Chicek of Nort}

, ber approach. John R. McCarthy, lead- 
er of the House of Delegates combine, 
and one of the principal supporters of 
the $4,200,000 Alton & Mississippi grab. 
was author of the resolution attacking 
the Post-Dispatch. 

‘Confiscation Indorsed. 

The resolution to confiscate the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge has no direct connection 
vith the free bridge campaign. It was 
introduced in the Senate nearly two 
years ago, but was only recently calle 
up for a hearing. But the Alton & Mis- 
sissippl combine, with McCarthy as it; 
leader, attempted to confuse the issue 
with respect to th€ two bridges by the 
introduction of the resolution. After 
criticising the Post-Dispatch for push-

.The Terminal Railroad Association 
Saturday filed a motion in the United 
States District Court for a modifica- 
tion of the final decree in the Ter- 
minal digsolution suit recently handed 
down by United States Circuit Judges 
Sanborn, Hook and Smith. It is un- 
derstood that the Terminal, unless tie 
prayer of its motion is granted, will ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The Government, on a motion filed 
Friday by Edward C. Crow, appealed 
from the decree. 

The Terminal’s objection ts the de- 
cree is based upon the language of ihe 
first paragraph, which declared the 
Terminal Association to be an unlaw- 
ful combination in restraint of trade. 
The decree permitted the combination 
to continue provided the Terminal 
abandoned all operating methods and 
charges as and for railroad transpor- 
tation and confined itself to the trans- 
action of a terminal business, such as 
supplying operating facilities for the 
interchange of traffic between railroads 
and to assist in the collectiun and dis- 
tribution of traffic for the carrier com- 
pany, switching, storage and the like. 
No Longer Unlawful, Says Terminal. 

Attorneys Thomas M. Plerce ard 
Henry 8S. Priest, in their motion for a 
modification of this paragrapn, siated 
that the Terminal already hud modif‘ted 
its contracts as direct:d by the Su- 
preme Court and was now no jonger 
an unlawful combination in restrain‘ of 
trade. 

It was further stated that the Termi- 
nal Railroad Association was enjoined 
from making charges except for operat- 
ing facilities and interchange of traffic. 
This, the attorneys declared, interfered 
greatly with the company’s business, be- 
cause the Terminal tracks were spread 
over a district embracing 75 to = square 


miles of territory. 


It was declared it often was necessary 
tu take traffic from one point on the 
J'erminal tracks to another point, thus 
completing the entire movement. Under 
the decision of the Court, it was stated, 
the Terminal was not permitted to make 
charges for this sort of service. 


Would Abandon Work Train 
It was pointed out that the Terminal 


was operating work trains between St. 
Louis and Granite City and that these 
trains would have to be abandoned un- 
less the decree was modified. It was 
also stated that the ‘Terminal. often 
bauled goods from one factory on its 
line to another, and would not, under 
the decree, be permitted to make a 
charge for this service. It was contend- 
ed that the service was of great benefit 
to the public. 

The Terminal’s motion for a modifica- 
tion was not filed until after the Court 
had granted the Government an appeal 
to the Supreme Court on the arbitrary 
clause of the decree. 

The Government’s appeal will make 
it necessary for the Supreme Court to 
write its own interpretation of its de- 
cision handed down in May. 1932, in 
which the Court held, In the opinion of 
the Government, that it was wnlawful 
for the Terminal Association to charge 
an arbitrary against St. Louis traffic. 

Crow based his motion for an appeal 
on the ground that the Circuit Judges 
had not properly interpreted thc de- 
cision pf the Supreme Court witn re- 
spect tc the abolition of the arbitrary. 

Under the form which the case now 
takes the Supreme Court probably will 
write its own decree. The Government 
will ask to have the case advanced on 
the docket so that an early decision 
may be had. It has now been almost 
two years since the Supreme Court de- 
cided the case. ~

N “Melchizedek, or the Exaltation 

| of the Son of Man,” G. W. Reaser 

discusses an old problem in a new 
way, which makes the book suggestive 
and worth reading by Bible studente. 
The argument proceeds upon scriptural 
grounds in the main and the writer is 
always reverential. If he makes mis- 
takes he makes them honestly. 

The keystone text of the fabric is 
Hebrews, the seventh chapter, the thir.t 
verse, about which there has been much 
said and written, but nothing decided. 

After the “foreword"’ in the first chap- 
ter, the author discusses “‘The import- 
ance of the Subject.’’ Who is Melchize- 
dek? It is well to know, for Christ is 
made a priest after his order. What is 
that order? If we are concerned in any- 
thing, we should be in this. 

In the second chapter he discusses 
“A Mysterious Personage.””’ Who is he? 
Men have guessed much about him, but 
this author proposes to tell who he is, 
That this may be done, we must first 
find out the “order” of priesthood to 
which he belonged. 

In the third chapter, “This Priest- 
hood Composed an Order.’”” He com- 
pares the Aaronic priesthood and the 
Melchizedek priesthood. The first “or- 
der’ dies, the secona is to be perpetii- 
ated forever. The characteristics of this 
order of priests are, they are called of 
God, they are: sons of God, they are 
king-priests. “ Christ belonged to this 
order of priesthood. 

In the fourth chapter, the author pro- 
poses to show his readers, ‘“The-Original 
Pian of Jehovah for this World.” This 
chapter is largely speculative, as such 
inquiries must always be. But this 
author when he _ speculates stanas 
closely to that which he thinks the 
Bible teaches. He may not always be 
right, but he wants to be right. 

In the fifth chapter, he discusses ‘‘The 
Essentials of the Melchizedek Priest- 
hood.” He tells us that Adam lost his 
sonship. But he does not tell us how it 
can be lost. 


ln the sixth chapter, he treats of 
“The Oath of Jehovah.” He here dis- 
cusses three points.. (1) This priesthood 
came of God, and was ratified by God: 
(2: This priesthood is superior to all hu- 
man orders of priests, (3) Inspiration in 
the setting of the oath. This oath can- 
not come into full effect:until Christ 
comes into full possession of this world. 

In the seventh chapter, “‘Kingship by 
birth and by character."’ The earth was 
made for the home of man, and the 
curse of sin upon it did not destroy the 
design of God, that the earth should be 
inhabited. by a people “all righteous." 
This may be, but the texts quoted de 
rot prove it. 

In the eighth chapter, ‘“‘Other Worlds 
than Ours,’’ the author goes into astron- 
omy, and guesses that there are other 
worlds inhabited as is ours. That may 
be so, but we do not know it is so, nur 
can we know anything about it. In 
any case it is only a belief, 

In the ninth chapter, “The Super- 
natural in the Plan of Redemption.” 
Melchizedek is a supernatural person; 
did not belong to this world, and he- 
cause of that his order of priesthood 
could not come until Christ should come, 
who is our Melchizedek. 

The Bible student can read and study 
the book with profit, though he may 
not be able to accept some of the con- 
clusions of the author.—(Sherman., 
French & Co.)

“Sigs Within,” by Harriet Malone 
Hobson. Seldom is a more eloquent 
appeal to what is good in men and 
women set forth between the covers of 
a book. 

The shams and hypocrisy of many 
persons who try to believe they are de- 
ceiving the world by their pious be- 
havior and donations to various charities 
are portrayed as vividly as if confes- 
sions had been wrung from them. 

The cruelty of women te the unfortu- 
nate females who have violated moral 


laws is indelibly painted in well-chosen 


situations in the story. 

The proper credit is given to good 
women who are broad-minded enough 
to admit that their sex is not respon- 
sible for all of the sin in the world, and 
who are not afraid to lend a hand to 
the weak and point their fingers at the 
partners in wrongdoing. 

The story is woven around Sis, a 
nameless orphan in an orphans’ home, 
who knew little of the pleasures of 
childhood. Her momory retains little of 
the details of Paradise Alley _ before 
she was committed to the institution, 
and her life was seemingly blotted out 
beneath the calico wrapper which 
marked her as a ward of charity. 

The humor and pathos of the pathetic 
waif as she successively gives way to 
her moods lends a werld of human in- 
terest to the appealing narrative. She 
thared her joys with her companions 
in misery, but seldom did she find any- 
body who could understand her sorrows. 
The love she craved was missing, and 
her pent-up, smothered feelings seemed 
to convince her that everything in the 
world was mean and bad—except the 
little ones in the orphans’ home, ‘‘who 
just couldn't help: being there.” 

Sis defied the straight-laced, ill-tem- 
pered: matron, who was stiff with that 
virtuous starch that rattles piously in 
public places, but which usually wilts 
with the rapidity of magic in private. 
Her defiance attracted the attention of 
Diantha Ravenelle, a member of the 
Official Board, With the aid of Sis; 
Diantha finally pulled off the mask of

T0 SATISFY ARMY 


English Statesmen Hopeful That 
Trouble Will Be Overcome 
Before Meeting Monday. 


INTERNAL ROW EVIDENT 


900 Officers Ready to Send In 
Resignations, Government 
Supporter Declares. 


LONDON, March 28.—No solution had 
been found up to a late hour today of 
the situation caused by the resignations 
of Field Marshal Sir John French and 
Adjutant-General Sir John Ewart from 
their positions at the head of the British 
army. 
hopeful that its difficulties would be 
overcome before it again meets the 
House of Commons on Monday. 

Should the Chief of the General Staff 
and the Adjutant-General to the forces 
persist in their attitude, it is generally 
thought that Col. John Seely, Secretary 
of State’ for War, will leave the Cabi- 
net. 

In case the Government should be able 
to placate the Field Marshal and the 
Adjutant-General, the transfer of Col. 
Seely to some other field of activity 
probably will satisfy the Liberal and 
Labor malcontents. 

900 Officers Ready to Quit. 

In the meantime the opposition of the 
larirry to employment in the coercion of 
Ulster is vouched for by Sir Edward 
Richard Russell, a stanch supporter of 
the Government, who, in a signed arti- 
cle in the Liverpool Post, says today: 

“It is a positive fact that when he 
visited the War Office early this week 
Iteld Marshal Lord Roberts had in his 
pocket a list of nearly 900 officers of the 
army who are ready to send in their pa- 
pers.”” 

The members of the Cabinet separated 
totday. for the week end and most of 
tbem have gone on visits to various for- 
eign countries. 

Internal Dissensions in Cabinet. 

The continuation of the crisis is at- 
tributed to Premier Asquith’s reluc- 
tance to remove Col. Seely from the post 
of Secretary of War. Col Seely’s re- 
linquishment of his portfolio doubtless 
would satisfy Gens. French and Ewart, 
and Premier Asquith’s objection to hav- 
ing him do so seems to indicate internal 
dissensions in the Cabinet itself. 

Field Marshal Sir John French and Ad- 
jutant-General Sir John Ewart, who ten- 
dered their resignations, stand firmly to 
their resolve 4 spite of the efforts of 
the King and the Cabinet ministers to 
persuade them to reconsider their ac- 
tion, and the Premier, after twice de- 
ferring his promised statement to the 
Rouse of Commons, was obliged to aa- 
nounce that the Government still await- 
ed the reply of the army chiefs to the 
request that they remain in their posts. 

Did Not isobey Orders. 

Col. Parker, stationed at the Marlbor- 
ough barracks, cavalry headquarters in 
Ireland, was one of the officers sum- 
moned with Gen. Gough by the Army 
Council last Friday to explain their at- 
titude in the Ulster matter. At the bar- 
racks today Col. Parker said: 

‘I wish to emphasize the fact that we 
officers did not disobey orders. We had 
a plain issue put before us, with two 
alternatives. Either to take active serv- 
ice against Ulster or to resign our com- 
missions and be dismissed from the 
army. We accepted the alternative of 
dismissal.”’

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THE WRONG MR. COOK. 

By an unfortunate error caused by a mistake 
in the police record the name of Douglas G. 
Cook, president of the American Wine Co., was 
used in connection with a charge of:disturbing 
the peace. The charge concerned another mem- 
ber of the Cook family who was acquitted. The 
error was corrected in the Jate edition of Fri- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 
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THE CRIPPLED MULLANPHY FUND. 

The secretary’s report for February shows that 
the trustees of the Mullanphy fund granted relief 
to two immigrants and four travelers. Two of 
these settled in California, one in Oregon and 
three in Washington. The sum of $313 was ex- 
pended for this relief. The receipts for the month 
were $2736.72, and there was a cash balance on 
hand from January of $1595.17. The total dis- 
bursements for the month were $3538.51. The sum 
of $3225.51 was spent in order to give $313 in 
carrying out the provision of Bryan Mullanphy’s 
will. 

So its costs $10.35 to spend $1 in the way Bryan 
Mullanphy wished his money spent. Could any- 
thing be more wasteful, more futile? 

Under the legal doctrine of ‘‘cy-pres,’’ which ap- 
plies to charitable bequests, the courts can change 
the methods pursued by trustees in carrying out 
the bequest, if it is found that the methods used 
defeat the general object of the testator. 

One handicap under which the Mullanphy Board 
labors is the manner in which the bulk of the 
fund is invested, namely, in real estate, which is 
so-unproductive that it eats up, in repairs, insur- 
ance, special taxes and other unavoidable ex- 
penses, most of the income. This is a matter for 
the Board of Freeholders and the courts to con- 


sider, in attempts to rejuvenate the fund. Analysis 


of one February report shows $543.76 spent for re- 
pairs.’

Board of Immigration shows that 1,197, - 
892 aliens entered the United States 
during the fiscal year of 1918, which was 
the largest number since 1907. The re- 
port shows that the net increase in 
population from immigration was 815,303. 
About 75 per cent of the immigrants 
came from Eastern and Southern 
Europe and Western Asia, as follows: 
Italy, 265,542; Russia, principally south- 
ern, including Finland, 291,040; Austria, 
137,245; Hungary, 117,580; Greece, 22,817; 
Turkey in Europe, 14,128; Turkey in 
Asia, 23,955; Portugal, 14,171; Spain, 6167; 
Bulgaria, Servia and Montenegro, 1753, 
and Roumania, 2155. Of the total num- 
ber of aliens admitted, 808,144 were males 
and 389,748 females; 986,355 were between 
the ages of 14 and 4, 147,158 were under 
14 and 64,379 were 4 or over.
